The New School System. 

The doplorablo oondltlou of tho 
publio sohoola— perhaps it -would bo 
more oorroot to nay the abeonoa of them 
—long ooDBtltutod one ol Britlih Ool- 
nmbia'fl chief grieyaaoMj and no 
meftBure waa mora diatinotly or more 
nnanimoualy demanded than a flyBtem 
of free, noasootarian edtoatlon. Listen- 
ing to the nneqnivooal voice of tho 
people, It waaone of tho earliest acts 
of tho now Government to introduoo 
a Bill for tho purpose of Bupplying this 
great pnblio want. In ordet to give 
effect to the now Bystem of odocation 
the earn of forty thousand dollara was 
placed on tho Estimates. The new 
School BilLalthongh making no pretea* 
Bions to perfcctionj was admitted on all 
bftnda to presont a fair basiB to work 
upon ; .and the oountry rejoiced at the 
noor prospect of haying a free odaootion 
placed within tho roach of every child, 
That Bill has become law, and a 
gentleman whose training under tho 
admirable ednoationai sjatam of Ootarlo, 
whose long experienoe in teaohing, and 
whoso well-known energy and Intimate 
BCqnaintanco with the Provinoo sug- 
geatod his iitnosa for tho onerous and 
importaat posiliouj has been appointed 
Superintendent. It only remains to 
Goaatraok the Board of Bdaoation, in 
Older to let the new edacational maoh- 
inery in motion throughoat the Provi 
incej, It is already pretty well under- 
Btood that tho Executive has enoouot- 
erod soma difficulty at this point— that 
a nambor of gentlemen who have been 
invited to aceept of seats on that Board 
have deolined, — tbat this coniso has 
been sufficiently marked and general to 
occasion serions ombarrasament. In 
order that the reader may graap the 
fall import of the 'flitnation,' let us 
glance at the principle fonctions of tho 
Board: To adopt all laoh lawful 
means in their power, as they deem 
expedient, to advnnoo the interests anc 
usofnllnesB of Public Schools ; to select 
adopt and prescribe a unifortn series of 
text books, and to authorize tho pur- 
cbaie and|,diBtribation thereof ( to make 
and establish roles and regalations for 
the oondnot of schools; to examine and 
give certificates of qualification to 
Teachers ; to appoint Teachers and fix 
their saleries; and, upon cause shown, 
remove the same ; to purchase suoh 
apparatus as in tbsir judgment may be 
necessary for the ase of BObools Ihrongb- 
Out the Province, and to have the ciism 
tody and eoDtrol of distributing tho same; 
to establish a eeparato school for fe- 
males in any District where they may 
deem it expedient to do bo ; to cstablisb 
a High School, in any Distriot where 
they may deom it expedient so to do, 
wberin tho olasBics. mathematics, and 
higher branobes of education shall be 
t&nght. Such aro, in substance, the 
fanotiona of tho Board of Education ; 
and the reader will perceive at a iilance 
that the Board comprisea tho lunUu- 
mental Executlvo power of the whole 
system — is egaontial to its startioc and 
oontinned motion.' Until this Execu- 
tive power is cOQStitated and (juiokcu^ 
ednot only must Victoria be deprived 
of tho boncQts of tlio syatem, but iho 
whole Provinco muet Bbaro in the de- 
privation — iho whole Bystem must re- 
main a do&d letter. It will thus bo 
seen bow great is tho responsibility of 
those who decline toaot on the Board 
Ono experiences little difQcnIty in un- 
derstanding the HSotiveB which may not 
unfairly be preflumed to actuate tho 
enemies of a free, non-soctarian system 
of education in thuBBOokiag to block the 
wheels of the new Sobool Act ; and we 
beiiere that we shall not be altogeihur 
nnjUBtified in saying that tho G^overn- 
ment has, with a porvorjity obuniolor- 
iiingita course in some other respects, 
oonGnod tho invitations chiefly to ttioso 
who are in reality at heart enemies of 
the system. Bat bow shall the refuBiU 
of some of those who bave in times past 
been amongst tho loudest advoontos 
of the now system bo aceonoted 
for ? Shall it bo said of Victoria UuU 
she baa proveutcd tho school f}s:cin 
going into oporalion, thoroby deprivioj: 
tho entire Province of its advantages ? 
It is stated that the enomioa of Con- 
federation, Kespoosiblo Govornmont, 
nnd tree, nonseclarian education ara ju- 
bilant over the possibio ohanoo of break- 
ing up the Hchool syettm, and wo hour 
tbat a promiaent Cuuada-hater was 
seen to throw op bis hat and go into 
flostacies over the prospeot of failure I 
Barely this is a lime when tbe friends 
of free and liberal inatitntions should be 
willing to make soino little saurifico 
for their country, Ami il may bicumu 
our duty lorecord tho namea of those who 
have boon found willing tn sa crifice their 
country's good to personal prodilectiouor 
aoctarlan bigotry and iutolorance. It 
will bo as wolJ, however, for those in 
Viotoria who hope to crush the now 
school system in this way toreuitraboi 
that it may become the duty ol tho 
Government to look elsewhere for 
material with which to coustrnot the 
tioard d! Education, Yiotoria is nob the 
whole Province, Let her have a euro 
that she does not become obnoxious to 
the rest of it.

Ton very (rnly remark that there abb these 
who advocate the immadiata eonitraction of a 
waggon-road from Victoria to Oomox, and they 
coDBtitate a large majority of the vetars ia tha 
districts interested; their rsprssBBtatlves this 
session ware afraid to move in tba matter for 
(ear that their money gr.-ati for local pnrpo 
ses would be seriouslj diminished by so doing. 
(A mistalita policy.) 

If, Mr Editor, you would compare tha merits 
aad otherwise as to tho utility of this road in 
an impartial manner, we think you could give 
us a mach mora imposing set of arguments in 
favor of this work than yom bare in the arti- 
ele referred to against it. 

The firit objection you put forward as 
against tbe building of tbe road Is this: "That 
supposing tbe road completed, tbe traffic 
would not be BuScient to keep down tbe 
growth of weeds and brushwood."

ait. Yonr romaioing argument is tho lame 
io eSdCt DB tha (iist and from this faot we 
presume you ut^ach great iniportanoo to it, 
viz , ' Yoara muet irauipiro before there 
would be lufiioieot trtllio to keep the road 
from relapsing loto primeTal forest." A- 
gaio we have this overpowering assertion, 
and in tbis oaee it verges on the ridiculous.
